RREPRESSIBLE CHANG 

Stirred to decisive action by the reports 
that Marshal Chang Tso-Lin, the Manchu- 
rian dictator, is on his way with a large 
army to capture Peking, the leaders of the 
National People’s party. now holding that 
city, are gathering their scattered forces 
to oppose him. Chang, reported. not long 
ago to be down and out and his troops dis- 
banded, has shown wonderful recuperative 
power. Like Banquo'’s ghost, he will not 
down, but with new ardor is bidding defi- 
ance to his enemies in Chibli and other 
provinces and says that he soon will lay 
siege to the Chinese capital. 

Marshal Feng Yu-Hsiang, the chief leader 
of the People’s party and its ermy, retired 
from Peking a few weeks ago after ap 
pointing Gen. Sun Yueh Civil Governor of 
Chihli, whose forces are expected to bear 
the first shock of Chang's attack as he 
sweeps down from Mukden. Blood will be 
shed, and plenty of it, if Gen. Chang makes 
good his boast of an irresistible offensive. 
Poor old China has seen little of civil war.- 
fare for over a month, but now it would 
seem that she is in for a conflict greater 
than that waged in December about Tien- 
Tsin. 

The irrepressible Chang is ambitious to 
become the dictator of all China, but he 
may have to fight his way through a thick 
cordon of opposing forces before he reaches 
Peking. it would seem that there is just 
one military man in China who might keep 
him out of the capital and that is Marsha! 
Feng, the popular leader who has thus far 


-lheld him back, but who, it is reported, has 


deserted the cause of Peking for some rea- 
son occult to the correspondents, and is 
about to betake himself to Moscow. How- 
ever, it would seem that Keng is not yet 
out of China, and he may remain there. A 
few day# ago he was reported to be in 
Northwestern Chihli. It is possible that 
due persuasion on the part of the National- 
ists may yet result in his return to the army

There is a strong faction in China 
that is opposed to the carrying out of the 
new agreement. A customs station near 
Swatow has been captured by Kwangtung 
rebels. This is the first overt act against 
the integrity of the customs treaty, and it 
may be followed by others. Chang has 
little disposition to submit to foreign rule. 
He bas been denouncing Japan for the part 
it played at Mukden, though formegly he 
had seemed to be courting Japanese favor. 

Chang says that ff he gains control of 
Peking he will work for Chinese unity. If 
he achieve this he will have done a great 
thing for poor, decentralized, discordant 
China.

Mr. Depew, “would appeal strongly to Lin- 
coin as directly in line with his appeals for 
universal peace.” He also says that tax 
reduction, economy in government and all 
efforts for thrift and happiness in the home 
would be in harmony with the lessons 
Lincoln's life. 

From what ts known of the broad views 
of Lincoln, his friendly spirit toward all 
nations and his desire for harmony with 
them it ,ould be a false interpretation of 
his character to hold that he would align 
himself with the obstructionists who are 
fighting so strenuously to thwart adherence 
of the United States to the World Court. 
Every impuise of his noble nature was in 
tune with such sentiments as those repeat- 
edly uttered by President Coolidge tn sup 
port of the idea that America should not 
hold herself aloof from participation in the 
administration of justice where internation- 
al complications might arise, nor that she 
should try to escape her responsibilities in 
such affairs. 

Lincoln's doctrine of “malice toward 
none, with charity for all, with Ormness 


for the right as God gives us to see the 


right.” is directly in line with President 
Coolidge’s plea that we “live by the rule of 
righteousness and pureue the course of 
truth and justice in both our domestic and 
foreign relations.” 

Lincoln wanted Americans to dook upon 
the people of other nations as their neigh- 
bors and friends. During his Presidency 
we were not involved in any very serious 
international complications. Nothing arose 
to place us before the world as a power 
that might decide its fate, as we decided 
what the termination of the great Buropean 
conflict should be, or how we should be 
obligated to continue to act with reference 
to the affairs of those nations with whose 
peace we ‘are so vitally concerned. But, as 
one of the leadfwg exponents of law and 
justice, thoroughly versed in legal lore, and 
as an illustrious representative of the prin- 
ciples of truth, liberality and fair-dealing, 
he naturally would stand with the advo- 
cates of America’s adherence to the World 
Court. Were he alive today his voice would 
be heard in ringing appeals for the repre. 
sentation of this country tm that tribunal. 
He would applaud such efforts as those of 
President Coolidge, Chief Justice Taft and 
Senator Lenroot to make our people see 
such a representation in the light of a na- 
tional duty and a national! benefit.

Wherever communities Ifke that 
arise shacks, inconveniences, bad 
roads and unsightiiness disappear.

All such enterprises in Southern 
California seem to be succeeding, 
and we have enough of them to 
serve as object lessons for the en- 
tire country.

SHULER HURLS 


VICE CHARGES 


Declares Keyes Protecting 
Bootlegging, Gambling 


Says Immorality Flagrant in 
Official Circles 


Repeats Testimony Given 
Before Grand Jury 


Sizzling accusations against Dist.- 
Atty. Keyes and wholesale charges 
that gambling and bootlegging are 
protected here abound in a nine- 
page manuscript which Rev. Robert 
P. Shuler, pastor of Trinity Meth- 
odist Church, read before a con- 
gregation that filled his church last 


night. The manuscript, Rev. Shuler 
said, is one read by him to the 
grand jury last week which sum- 


'moned him to tell it what he knows 


about asserted evil conditions in 
Los Angeles county. 

Liquor said to have been seen tn 
an unnamed superior judge's 
chambers, the morality of some 
women in official county employ,

asserted tips to beootleggers from 
| persons in law enforcement offices, 
the Ku Klux Klan, asserted strange 
disappearances and fates of per- 
sons who may have had information 
About certain officials and many 
other topics having to do with 
what Mr. Shuler termed a bad 
state of affairs were discussed by 
him in the document. 


CHARGES PROTECTION 


‘The District Attorney has per- 
mitted gambling devices to run full 
tilt and without limit in Venice 
and other beach cities.” Mr. Shu- 
ler said. “He has permitted boot- 
legging to become one of the most 
remunerative occupations in Los 
Angeles. 

“I have been led to believe and 
am convinced in my own mind that 
the manufacturers ahd distribu- 
tors of certain gambling devices 
used largely all over this county 
have received protection from the 
District Attorney's office and the 
Sheriff's office and I am informed 
that such manufacturers and dis- 
tributoers have made splendid con- 
tributions to the campaign 4x- 
penses of more than one man now 
in public life within this county.” 

The pastor ‘said it is currently 
reported that “half a dozen big 
games are going on right now with- 
in the county.” 

He said he first came to doubt 
Mr. Keyes in the trial of the Ingte- 
wood K.K.K. case. Mr. Shuler 
told of having been called to the 
home of “the young Kleagle ac- 
cused of having led the so-called 
mob.” and who was supposed to 
have become sick during the trial. 
Mr. Shuler said he found the Klians- 
man “seemingly in fine health.” 

“He stated” that Mr. Keyes, who 
was conducting the prosecution, 
was the friend of the Kien and 
that there would be no conviction. 
I was amazed when he glibly told 
me that the members of the Dits- 
trict Attorney's force had vacated 
a certain office where certain files 
were kept and that an employee of 
that office had taken from those 
flles certain evidence in the form 
of letters, which et the proper time 
would ‘kaock the case into & 
cocked hat’. He gave me to un- 
derstand that Mr. Keyes knew all 
about thie. Later such a ‘letter 
showed up in the hands of the at- 
torney for the Kiansmen 
This young Kleagle was carted out 
of the country an4 was never tried. 
Gus Price, at present head of the 
Klan. assured me that Mr. Keyes 


was the friend of the organiza- 
tion.” 
INFORMER THREATENED 


Mr. Shuler said he had sent te 
the District Attorney's office «a 
woman who had told him about 
two bootleggers. “Upon her arrival 
home,” he said, “accerding to her 
story to me, the two men met her 
and tm great heat informed her 
that the next time she ‘squealed’ 
on them it would be the last.” 

According to the pastor's state- 
ment, Keyes has contented himself 


with “publicity raids,” while big 
bootleggers have gone without 
prosecution. Mr. Shuler spoke of 


rumors about some women and 
their county employers, none 
named, and concluded with—"I do 
charge that there is untold scandal 
afloat.” 

“Personally I hold that an officer 
who will protect a bootlegger is 
more dangerous that ten bootleg- 
gers,” he said. “That ie why I 
believe that the District Attorney's 
office ta a menace, instead of «4 
blessing to the county. I do not 
charge that the District Attorney 
ia a grafter. I do not know why 
his office is not functioning.”
